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THE HARMONY OF COLORS IN 
DRESS. 


Dressing is an art, and few persons study 
it in that relation, their taste in colors and 
forms being more the resnlt of fancy and 
caprice, than founded upon any principle of 
harmony or beauty. Much attention is be- 
ing bestowed upon the subject of harmony of 
colots in the London Art Journal by Mrs. 
Merrifield, a lady whose artistic taste is emi- 
nently displayed in her communications. 

As the .suecess of many. industrial pursuits 
is dependent upon the observance of the laws 
regulating the contrasts of colors, it may not 
be unprofitable to some of our readers to re- 
fer to the rales she Jays down as indispensa. 
ble to beauty and harmony. The,optical ef. 
fect of dark and black dresses is to make the 
figure appear smaller, hence it is a suitable 
color for stout persons ; black shoes diminish 
the apparent size of the feet. On the con- 
trary, white and light colored dresses make 
the figure appear shorter, longitudinal stripes 
if not too wide, add to the height of the figare ; 
horrizontal stripes have a contrary eh, 
and are very. ungraceful. 

Incongruity may be frequently observed 
in the adoption of colors without reference 
to their accordance with the complexion of 
the wearer, as a light blue bonnet and flowers 
surrounding a sallow countenance, or a pink 
opposed to ope of a glowing red ; a pale com- 
plexion associated with a canary or lemon 
yellow, or one of delicate’'red and white 
rendered almost’ colorless by the‘vicinity of 
deep red. If the lady with the sallow com- 
piexion had worn a transparent white bonnet; 
or if;the lady .with the. glowing red com- 
complexion had lowered it by means of a 
bonnet of a deeper red color; if the pale 
lady had improved the cadaverous hue of her 
countenance by surrounding it with pale 
green, which, by contrast would have sof- 
fused it with a delicate pink hue; or had the 
face of delicate red and white been arrayed 
in a light blue, or a light green, or a trans- 
parent white bonnet, with blue or pink flowers 
on the inside—how different, and how much 
more agreeable, would have been the im- 
pression on the spectator general the 
broken and semi-neutral colors are produc- 
tive of an excellent effect in dress. They 
may be enlivened by a little positive color, 
but the contrasting color should bear but a 
small proportion to the mass of principal 
color. 

A blue bonnet and dress may be contrast- 
ed with an orange colored shawl, but the 
blue, to balance the orange, must be of a very 
deep tone; a pink bonnet may be worn with 
a green-dress, but the hue of each should be 


contrast. Colored shawls are instances in 
which a great variety of colors may be ar- 
ranged with harmonious and rich effect. 

It is always necesssary that if one part of 
the dress be highly ornamented or consist of 
various colors, a portion should be plain to 
give repose to the eve. The French manu- 
facturers pay great attention to this subject 
and the good effects of this study are visible 
in the texile fabrics which they produce and 
which are so highly valaed. American manu- 
facturers by the same attention may reach 
the same degree of perfection.— Philadel.

OILING HARNESS. 


In oiling harness, let them be washed clean, 
in warm water, and when very nearly dry, 
have a tub with warm water in it, and into 
this pour about one pint of nice fine oil—then 
immerse the different pieces of harness into 
this oil slowly ; and then take them out 
immediatly, passing them through the hand 
to take off most of the oil that adheres to 
them, and hang them up todry. This is an 
easy, and effectual way to oil leather, fly- 
traps, lines, &c., and may be done without 
any waste ef oil ortime. Some prefer tan- 
ners’ oil for their harness—some think com- 
mon lamp oil, and some seem to think none 
at all, will do. But harness should be well 
washed and oiled twice a year at Jeast, and 
in the long run the best oil pays the best ; 
coarse oil does not penetrate the leather, but 
forms a kind of gum, to which dust, hair, 
&c, adheres and rots the leather. Old har- 
ness, that has not been used to oil, is very 
likely to break, after an oiling, if it is used 
mueh. Therefore a little melted tallow is 
better for them. 

N. B. A little lamp black mixed with the 
oil, will give the harness a fine jet black ap- 
pearance by rubbing them with a woolen 


cloth.

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THE BATTLE OF WATERLOO. 

In this great battle the French had 246 
guns on the field, the English 156, and the 
Prussians 104, making a total of 506. ‘The 
noise of these pieces exceeded everything of 
the kind the oldest soldiers had ever heard, 
and made the very earth shake for miles 
around the field. After the action, the 
gunners could hear nothing that was said 
to them. The guide pointed out a spot, 
where, during the heat of the firing, one of 
the powder tumbrils exploded, threw the ar- 
tillery man into the air, and shook the horse 
to pieces. The echoes of the cannonade of 
this awful battle are suid to have been heard 
on the Southern borders of the British coast. 
Upwards of 50,000 men fell in the strife; 
20,000 on the side of the allies, and 30,000 
on the side of the French. The losses of 
this day put Europe in mourning. England 
and France wept like mothers together. 

A visitor, who passed over the field on 
the following day, states that as he ap- 
proached it, the first thing that strack him 
ata distance was the quantity of caps and 
hats strewed over the ground. It appeared 
as if it had been covered with crows. The 
field itself seemed flooded with bleod. ‘The 
number of dead horses and men baffled com- 
putation. The peasantry employed in bu- 
rying the dead generally stripped the bodies 
first, and thereby gained vast booty. ‘The 
track over which the guard moved, and over 
which they fled, was still covered with their 
spoil, and marked by the traces of horses, 
the wheels of cannon and the deeper fur- 
rows of bomb and shell. A thousand French 
lay dead on tbis spot, and the quantity of 
holsters, standard -holders, bridles, straps and 
girths, denoted a fearful conflict of cavalry. 
The ground seemed quite cut to pieces with 
the struggling of the horses’ feet. The well- 
known caps of the grenadiers of the French 
guard lay yet in considerable numbers, with 


the rags of their uniforms, and pieces of

LAWS OF HEALTH.

Ix Frrs.—lIfa person falls in one, let him re- 
main on fhe groiind, provided his face be pale 
for should it be fainting or temporary sus- 
pension of the heart’s action, you may cause 
death by raising him upright or bleeding ; 
but if the face be dark or red colored, raise 
him on his set, throw cold water on his 
head immediately, and send for a surgeon 
and get a vein opened, or fatal pressttte on 
the brain may ensue. 


Ix Hanerxe. on Drowntnxe, expose the 
chest as quickly as possible; and thtow ice 
water over it, whilst the body is kept in a 
sitting position. 

CHILDREN IN Convutsions.— Deluge the 
head with cold water, and put the feet into 
warm water, till medical aid can be procured. 

Porsor.—Give aii emetic of a tea-spoonful 
of mustérd flour in a tea-cup of watm water 
every ten minutés, till vomiting ehsue, or 
medical assistance is obtéined.

A Trikd Réteret for Burxs-—Keep 
on hand a saturated solution of alum, (four 
ounces in a quart of hot water,) dip a cotton 
cloth in this solution ahd lay it immediately 
on the burn: As soon as it shaft become 
hot or dry, réplace it with another; and thus 
continue the compress as often as it dries, 
which it will, at first do, very rapidly. The 
pain immediately ceases, and in about 24 
hours under this treatment thé wound will 
be healed, especially if the solution be appli_ 
ed before the blisters are formed. The as- 
tringent and drying quality of the alum 
completely prevents’ them: The deepest 
burns, those caused by boiling water, drops 
of melted metal, phosphorus, gunpowder, 
fulrainating powder, &e, hate all been cured 
by this specific. 


Cream.—Cream can not rise throtigh a 
great depth of milk; if milk is therefore, 
desired to retain its cream for 4 time, it 
should be put into a deep, narrow, dish ; and 
if it be desired to free it most completely of 
cream, it should be poured into a broad, flat 
dish, not much exceeding one inch in depth. 
Cows less frequently milked than others, 
give ticher tnilk and consequently tnuch bet- 
ter.

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The Tehuantepec Diflicnity. 

The Herald of the 15th, contains a full ac- 
count and history of the claim of certain Ameri- 
can citizens to a right of way across the Tehu- 
antepec Isthmus. which claim has been reject- 
ed by the Mexican Government. From the ac- 
count in the Herald, it‘appears that in 1842, the 
Provisional Government of Santa Anna, grant- 
ed to one. D. Jose Garay, the right to construct 
a Rail Road or Canal from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. across the said Isthmus, including also 
the right to ten leagucs of land on each side of, 
and along the whole route. This grant was re- 
newed-bythe. Proygional Government of Mexi- 
co, under: Salas, and afterwards was assigned 
by Garay to the English house of Manning, Mc- 
Intosh & Co. This English house. subsequent- 
‘ly, transferred the grant to the. American house 
of Harous & Co., and they transferred it to a 
New Orleans Company. with which they are 
probably connected. This Company desiring 
to mike everything sure, determined upon a re- 
cognition of their rights and privileges under 
the purchase of the. Garay grant, by a treaty 
between Mexico and the United States. A 
treaty was agreed upon, and concluded between 
Mr. Letcher and the Mexican President and 
Cabinet ; but 16 was not satisfactory to the 
company. Jt was then sent back to Mexico. 
modified. and returned : and on being approyed 
by Mr. Hargous, in behalf of the Company. it 
was ratified hy the Senate of the United States, 
and sent back for the ratification of Mexico.— 
And this is the treaty lately rejected unanimous- 
ly. with perhaps one exception, by both houses 
of the Mexican Congress. 

Mr. Letcher, our Minister to Mexico, after 
the rejection of the treaty, insisted upon its 
re-consideration and ratification as the only 
alternative between peace and the hazards 
of war, with the United States; and, upon 
receiving this -ultzmatum, the Méxican Presi- 
dent appealed directly to President Fillmore. 
representing the injustice of our demands, the 
impossibility of acceding to them—even at the 
risk of war —and the disposition of Mexico, not- 
withstanding, to ehter into a fair and liberal 
compact, which will secure the opening of the 
proposed inter-oceanic communication across 
the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, for the benefit of 
mankind. ' 

The grounds upon which the Mexican Gov- 
ernment repudiates the grant, are, that the con- 
tract between Saata Anna and Garay wus not 
tulfilled on the part of the latter. who failed to 
commence tlhe work within the stipulated time, 
after which the grant became a nullity. That 
| the acts of the Provisional Government of San- 
ta Anna, of 1842, under which the grant was 
made to Garay, were subject to the approval of 
the first Constitutional Congress that might suc- 
ceed ; and that without such approval, the grant 
was void. That the Provisional Government of 
Salas, which renewed the Garay grant, and ex- 
tended the time for the commencement of the 
work, had no authority in the premises. ‘ That 
the transfer by Garay of his charter to the Eng- 
lish house of Manning, McIntosh & Co. was in 
violation of the compact; and that the subse- 
quent. transfer of .the grant to the American 
house of Hargous & Co., and their transfer again 
to the New Gricans me wete equally il- 
legal, and were clearly intended as.a device for 
eoereing the Mexican Government in the mat- 
ter, under the fear of the power of Great Britain 
and the United States. 

She professes to be willing now to yield the 
right of way, but refuses to confirm the grant of 
land on eavh side the route, and in this refusal 
she persists even at the hazard of war.
